Wisdom is a gift, which, 
when it knows that God is good, views Him as good above every manner of 
goodness to be found in creatures,;and in like manner does it enable the soul 
to behold God as just, ‘merciful, and perfect with a perfection superexcelling 
ard transcending every degree of imaginable or intelligible perfection. Both 
imagination and intellect are rectified and perfected by wisdom in the con- 
cepts which they have of God and by which they contemplate Him.
